Mr. PRESIDENT — 

Your committee appointed by the Council to act with a like 
committée on the part of the House, to consider the subject of 
printing for the two Houses, have performed the duty assigned 
them, and have agreed to report to their respective Houses as 


- follows : 


That the Secretary of the Territory, acting under the in- 
structions of the Secretary of the Treasury of the U. 8. has for 
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several years claimed and exercised the prerogative of appointing 
the Territorial printer, and disbursing the moneys appropriated 
by the General Government for printing. 


That $4,000 is the sum appropriated by the General Gov- 
ernment for printing the laws and journals of the present session, 
and that the amount to be paid for the Territorial printing of 
one year, is limited by,a,law of Congress to that sum. 


That the Secretary of the Territory has appointed Messrs. 
Bagley & Harned, Territorial printers, and contracted with then 
to do the printing of the Assembly to the amount of said appro- 
priation of $4,000, at the Government rates. 


That the Joint Committee, after a full examination of the 
subject, were-of the opinion that at the rates contracted by the 
Secretary with Messrs. Bagley & Harned, the sum, appropriated 
by the General Government will not be sufficient to pay for the 
printing of the laws and journals, and the incidental printing 
of the session. 


And having ascertained that there will be no difficulty in 
procuring the printing to be done at about one-half the maximum 
Governmentrates, concluded to join in a recommendation to their 
respective Houses that they adopt and pursue a system of econ- 
omy in printing for the use of the members only such Dills and 
matter as may be of a general nature. 


And second, without raising a question as to the right of-the 
- Secretary of the Territory to disburse the money appropriated 
by the General Government for printing, that the Assembly 
contract with some responsible party to do the incidental print- 
ing at a fixed rate, to be paid out of the Territorial funds should 
the Secretary of the Territory not provide for the payment of the 
same. .

Upon our arrival we were unable to find any of the acting 
regents of thé University, but the Hon. J. J. McGilvra kindly 
offered to accompany us to the University buildings, and, in 
company with that gentleman, we proceeded to make an inspec- 
tion of the premises. 


The building for school purposes, if furnished, would be 
ample te accommodate 250 or 300 scholars. At present the school 
in charge of Prof. Hill, contains about fifty students of both 
sexes, and it is well conducted having been reorganized on an 
improved plan by Professor Hill which, if carried out, will be 
the means of working much good. The school building and 
also the President’s house and boarding house should all be re- 
painted the coming season, and the Committee would recommend 
that an appropriation be made for that purpose. 


~Astronomical and philosophical apparatus is much needed. 
And the grounds are sadly neglected, but we can hardly recom- 
mend any appropriation for any purposes except to save the 
buildings from decay, until the defective title to the lands is 
remedied, 


Your committee er been unable to get any report of the 
land, or financial condition of the University, on which to base 
a report. 


. In conclusion, we would say that the neglected condition of 
the premises, and the apparent feeling of indifference on the part 
of many of the. citizens of Seattle, lead us to fecommend @ 
change in the present system of government for this institu- 
tion.

The exemption from taxation of private property, owned by 
corporations or by individuals, is open to very serious objections, 
The withdrawal of one class of property from taxation must 
necessarily impose upon the owners of other classes, a larger rate 
of taxation. If one-tenth of the taxable property in the Terri- 
tory can be exempted from taxation, on the same priuciple, nine- 
tenths can be, and thus the entire burden of taxation may be 
made to rest upon one-tenth of the taxable property. 


Iam aware that exemptions of property have been made by 
law, and those exemptions in some cases have been sustained by 
the Courts; but Iam clearly of opinion that those laws violate 
the fundamental principles of taxation. If, however, the power 
to exempt property is conceded, there is another insuperable ob- 
jection to this bill, By its express provisions it exempts certain 
railroads from taxation, and leaves others fully liable to taxation. 
A law similar to this has, I believe, never been sustained. If 
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exemptions are made, they must embrace all the property of that 
class in the Territory, otherwise taxes would not be equal aud 
uniform, as is proqided in the Organic Act. ` Under this bill, the 
property of one or more railroad companies, while their roads are 
being constructed, is exempt irom taxation. While the prop- 
erty of other roads under construction is taxed according to its 
value.

The power of a Territorial Legiclature to grant divorces is 
doubtful. The Congress of the United States in 1826 disap- 
proved allof the acts of the Territory of Florida, granting di- 
vorces. No reason is-given for the disapproval, but it must nec- 
essarily have been based upon want of power, or Congress must 
have deemed it bad policy for a Legislature-to grant them, The 
Supreme Court of Missouri decided that a Territorial Legisla~ 
ture had not the power to grant a divorce. This power, how- 
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ever, being a doubtful one, and having been exercised in many 
States, I would not feel at liberty to withhold my assent from 
this bill on this ground alone, if no other objection existed. 

Legislative dyorces have never been re garded favorably even 
by those who approved their legality. 

The Legislature is not the proper forum before which the 
question of the severance of the marriage relation should be 
brought.. No noticeneed be given by the party applying; no 
evidence need be adduced, or if evidence is produced, it is only’ 
ex parte, and néed not be under oath ; it is admitted that the 
Legislature cannot decide the question of alimony or provide for 
the custody of minor children; these questions being under the 
exclusive jurisdiction of the Courts. 

These and other considerations which time will not permit 
me to refer to, lead me to the conclusion that divorces 
should only be granted by the courts. 

If it is claimed that meritorious cases are brought before 
the Legislative Assembly! which are not provided for by the di- 
vorce laws of the Territory, I reply that the divorce law could be 
amended to cover all such cases, and the parties could then ap- 
ply to the Courts for relief. 

If causes for divorce exist outside of those provided in the 
Statute, which warrant the Legislative Assembly in granting a 
divorce in a particular ease, these cases should be embraced in 
the general divorce law, so that all persons desiring to do 80 


could avail themselves of its provisions.
